First Appenrance in This City of Sigaor Lo«

Verdi's opera of 7'l Trovatore was Arst prodaced at
Rome in the year 1655,  Althongh not the best of his
compositions, it haa become a universal favorite,
and In acocordance with the publio taste I§ has, for
yenrs past beon almost Invariably selected by
managers for the oponing night of & season. This
traditional custom wai followod At our Academy of
Music last evening, st the Inanguration of the first
instalment of Italisn opera that we have had this
winter, and the house was falrly filled on the ooca-
glon. The cast was, to Philadelphia, almost entirely
anew ofie, as follows:—"“Manrico,” Bignor C. Le-
frano; “Leonors,” Madame Carolina Briol: “Azo-
cena,” Madame Kllza Lumley; the “Count d! Luna,”
Signor Reyna; and “Ferrando,” Signor Barill, Of
this liat the last-named alone has been familiar Lo
us in the past, and his role lnst evening was com-
paratively unimportant. The oocasion was there-
fore one of novelty as far as the singers wers con-
cerned, if not with respect to the opera.

Signor Lefrane made his first appearance before
an Amerioan audlonce st New York early In No-
vembeor Iast, and at once achleved a reputation of
the very highost character—so high, In fact, that he
oame to be talked about as the greatest tenor that
has appearced on the American stage. The audlence,
therefore, was prepared last ovening for an unusual
display of vocal power, and as the opara progressed
was destined not to sulfer disappointment. In the
famous seronade of the first ack, before the sudionce
has boen favored with a glance st the hero, he
ereated u favorable Impression, but still, (o o mea-

p, fell short of the expectations which had been
formod of him. In this arla Brignoll has been re-
markably successfal, giving full expression to the
marvelous clearness and purity of his tones, and

por IAfrano’s performance was not, in these re-
specta at least, equal to thiat of the former. Bat It
dispiayed s voice of the robuste order, rare in
strength, compuss, and swoetpess, und by his
earneat and precise execution he at ence made his
way to the hearts of his audience. When, in re-
ponse to generous applanse, he presonted himeell
belore the house, he showed & good presence and &
manly bearing, whiol, added to the high dogres of
dramatic power displayed throughount the evening,

But few of his pre-
slecessors have been endowed with a vooal organ
bhich permitted thém to make the attempt, and
veral who have been reckless enough to ventare

with the opera well knows, 1s merely an in-
polation, brought In by Signor Lefranc for the
urpose of displaying the rare compass of his voloe,
or this reason, there may ve some hypercriticul
srsons who will sccuse him of vocal trickery, but the
cousation does mnot detract in the sligheat degroe
om the fact that he ls endowed with a quality of
olce a8 wonderful as it s of rare occurrence, and
are few who witnessed its display last evening

Madame Carolina Briol, who made hor first appear-
ance before o Phlladelphin sudience last evening in
the somoewhat exacting part of “Leonora,” achieved

oreditsbie success. Ier volce takes s high range,
and s marked by munch evenness and careful
puitivation; but It lacks, in n measure, the very do-

irable quality of genuine sympathy. Madame Eliza
[Lumley, who essayed the roleol “Azucena,” gave o
actory perfermauce of a part whioh is capa-
ble, however, of & much greater degree of elabora-
Jon both in singing and acting, thao she can com-
puss, Signor Reyna's *‘Count 4l Lonu"” was de-
cidedly poor, His volce (s & baritone of conslderable
power, but his execution last evening waa sadly
d by his careleseness, the Il balen, cspe-
clully, belung very indifferently sung. The chorus
nd the orchestra were hoth salsfactory, and the
erformance, ué & whole, & smooth and even one,
rendered noteworthy, principally, by the wonderful
achievement of Signor Lefranc with his chest C.

Slhnmpagne' at the Chesnat.
The new play by Miss Laurn Keene and Miss Ma-
tilda leron, entitled Champagne; or, Step by Step,
produced at the Chesnut Street Theatre last
night to & full bouse. It is one of the luter school of
istic-sensationnl dramas, with & great deal less
pletit tmprobabllity than some others of the same
olass, with a consideranle gnautity of nonsense in
it, but with some clover dislogue, not a few power-
ful situntions, and oftentlmes with passages which
are lllled with genuliue pathos,

The mtory 18 not particularly novel. A yonng
merchant, upon his wedding-day, drinks a gluss of
champagiio for the first time in his life. [t becomes

habit gradually ; he requires stronger liguor, makes
a beast of himsell, and rushes not only loto this
kind of dissipstion, bat into wild specalation, whioh
ruins him, e sinks at nst to the very lowest

of degradation, from which he s rescucd

by his love for his child, *“T'en Nights ina
Bar-room” and half-a-dozen temperance tracts
ht have furnished this muchof the material of
ghin play: the rest s an exaggerated sative upon
n fushionable soclety, ‘The drama 18 full

pf feults, some of which do violence to the
pommon sense of the spectatord.  Bat this, perhaps,
18 allowable in & play of this kind—a play designed

O pregent strong effects 1o andlences not disposed
1o be oritical, and to exclte sympathy, laughter, or

ndjgnation, regardless of the methods used to se-
pure the result. Nome of the characters are now:

work by alittle fan, while the “Dundreary” fep has
heen presented % us so often that we are tired of
him.

Cham pagne wan played very oleverly by the com
pany. Miss Keene's peraonation of “Milly™ wis ohar
acterized by the grace, elegance, and feeling for
which this actress (a remarkable; Mr. Morduunt's
personation of the hero was in overy respeot ad-
mirable; Mr. Otls played “Fredeoriok"” rather botter,
wo think, than he has ever played any similar char-
acter, As a personator of o languld swell, Mr, Otla
excels any young actor with whom we are ac
quainted. Misa Laurets appeared as the “Aunt,”
and gave a very vigorons and very smusing per-
formance, though we conld not see the propriety of
her adopting the Quaker costume. Any female
Friend who used the sxpressions uttered hy Miss
Laureéns last evening would be subjected to *‘discl-
pline” Immediately, Mr, Wallls, Mr. Stanton, and
Mr. Jack soquitted themsaeives very cloverly. Misa
Taylor had a rather uninteresting purt to play, but
she made the most of it. The plece |8 placed upon
the stage In good style, with new and elugant
scenery. We think it (s destined to be sucoessful,
It ia very muoh more entertaining than many
dramas of the same class, and it 18 snMclently ex-
travagant to win popularity with those who admire
realism combined with sensation

In guch & play as that produced last evenlog at the
Walnut, the most Important oconslderation s, of
course, the opportonities afforded for the band snid

the memory of the oldest piny-goer.  If the military
features of the picce were all that was worlhy of
notice, however, woe inight dismias it with a lfew uncri-
ticul words, as something that rested its claims for
notice on matiers outside of genulne dramatic netion,
Not Gui ty, however, Is in substance a reslly good play
of it class, and it has real claims to favorable
conslderation. The plot is net as clearly defined as
It might be, and a great deal is left to the Imagina-
tion of she spectator, but still the thread of the story
I8 made out with reasonable distinclness, awmd it
wonld perhaps be carrying criticlsm to the verge of
fault Anding to expect everyjartistie excellence in
the substance of the play itself when there are so
many extras thrown ln that are even more attractive
to the public than the solld dramatic mutters that
gupport them, ‘The story has the merit of being In-
teresting in lself, und the anthor has managed it so
A% 1o give nn cffective cllmax to each act, whioh
lenves the audicnse v @ Outter of excitement to
know what will follow,

The plot hinges upon the remarkable resemblance
between “Captuin Willoughby," & gallant oflicer of
the British army, and a worthiess vagabond named
Y8las Jarrett," amd we are informed tha! the incl-
dents of the drama as conneoted with this last
named charsoter are founded oa facts.  “‘Silas
Jarrett" commita a robbery and sonirives that the
evidences of gullt shall be fastened upon a young
blacksmith named “Robert Arnold,” who [8 found
gutity and gent to Dartmonr prison. ““Jarrett,” with
a view of keeping his victim in sight for hig own pro-
tection, manages to get appointed as a warden of the
prison, where he belhiaves In & most bratal manner to
“Arnold.”  The latter, however, accomplishes his
escape In company with another convict named
“Jack Snipe,” and they conceal themselves on board

the frigate Drepdnought, and sall for
India In the coharactors of an ofMeer and
his servant, “Arnold” distinguishes himseif in the

cumpaign agalnst the Sepoy (nsurgents, as an oficer
in the sume regiment as “‘Captain Willonghby." In
the meantime “Jarreit” has peen convicted of the
orime of which *“Arpold” wus accused, has been
transported, and has made his escape from the penal
settlement to Indie. “Captain Willsughty" is killed
by @ stray shot in a great battle with the Sepoys, anad
*Warrett,” arriving on the soene just ns he falls, is
struck with the Ukeness of the dead man to himself,
and makes haste to take advantage of the circum-
stance by donning the uniform of the dead offlcer,
All of “Willoughby's" friends are decelyed, although
they notice & marked change In the demeanor of
their friend, but they suspeet nothing for a number
of yours, when the soene {8 trans-
ferred t0  England. and the pretended
“Willoughby" aspires to the hand of “Arnold's”
lady-love. Just as matlers are coming to an unplea-
sant crials “‘Jarrett” la recognized by *Jack Snipe”
and two other ex-convicts, who had been the vic-
tims of his crueity in Dartmoor prison, and {8 taken
in charge by the offlcer of justice, to the satiafasotion
of his vietims and all virtuous persons in the aodi-
ence, There is some comic business that relleves in
an agreeable manner the more sombre features of
the piece, and there is a variety of characters that
vnable the actors to display thelr talents to advan-
tuge,

Mr. Walcots personated the ruMan “Silas Jarrett”
and the gentleman “Captain Willoughby” (o a highly
nrtistic manner, and she other leading parts were
very creditably rendersd by Mr., Fawcets, Mr,
Bradshaw, Mr. Chapman, Miss Annle Grabam, Miss
Rose Wood, and Mra. Waloot,

Much paing has been bestowed upon the produe-
tion ef the pless, and the scenery and appointments
are appropriate and elegaut. The Britlsh army (s
represented by & corps of forty young ladles, who ro
through with & varioty of military manmuavres with
much preclsion, and the greas battle soene In the
third act is managed 80 a8 to prodoce & very excit.
